Compel Austria to Restore the Purely 


Hapsburgs to Empress Zita 


and to Arch Duke Frederick 


Austria, who at the instance of 

Berlir, precipitated the Great War 
in which she played a sorry mili- 
tarv and naval role, who quarrelled 
with her Allies, and who finally suf- 
fered the most crue) punishment in 
the way of national humiliation and 
dismemberment, has been treated 
since 1920 with such forbearance 
and generosity by the Great Powers 
of the Entente, who furnished het 
with those large loans by means 
of which she is making under foreien 
guidance an altogether amazing 
economic rececovery, that she ‘cannot 
afford to disregard the views of the 
League of Nations, which has are 
cepted the mandate of administer- 
ing the loan and of exercising a 
healthy supervision of her govern- 
ment. The League of Nations has al- 
ready compelled her as a measure of 
economy to evtirely abolish her 
army, and she is at the present 
moment the only European power 
without any military means of of- 
fense or defence. Indeed ther onlv 
armed force is a constabulary whose 
activities are purely of a police char- 
acter, and which is under civilian 
command. 
Under the cireumstances, Austria 
cannot afford to tur: a deaf ear to 
the demand which is now about to 
be presented to her through the 
League of Nations for the repeal of 
her wholly illegal seizure and gop- 
fiscation of the entire private pro- 
perty of the formerly sovereign of 
Hapeburg by the State. 

This property does not include the 
former Crown lands, which having 
been originally derived from the 
State for purposes of the mainten- 
ance of the Morarohy, and which 
afforded some pretext for sequestra- 
tion and return to she State, when 
the Monarchy had ceage@ to exist. 
But there was no such .excuse for 
the Austrian Republic's seizure of 
the purely private property of the 
Hapsburgs and especially of the so- 
called Family Fund. 

How It Was Orcated 

The latter was created by the Em- 
press Maria Theresa in 1765. When 
her husband, the former Duke 
Francis of Lorraine, died, he made 
a bequest to her of the great Mun- 
nersdorf Estate, which was his pri- 
vate property and had come to him 
through inheritance from his 
mother. He also left to his widow, a 
sum of over four milion dollars 
Empress Maria Theresa insisted that 
this property should never ibe touch: 
ed or alienated, that only one-third 
of its annual income should be dis- 
tributed among the members of the 
family, i.e. among her children and 
their descendants. and that the re- 
maining two-thirds should each year 
be added to the capital. The widow, 
ed Empress hoped that in this way 
the prowerty would so increase that 
her descendanis would never be- 
come a burden to the State, de, to 
the taxpayers. 

As the result of good management. 
this family fund increased in course 
of time to an enormous value. The 
estates of Orth, of Eickartsau, of 
Voesendorf and of Mattighofen as 
well as much real estate in Vienna 
and at Buda Pest, were purchased 
and added to the property, as well 
as a quantity of Governmert stocks 
and bonds. Indeed at the time of the 
confiscation of the property in 1919 
by virtue of a resolution of tthe con- 
stituent National Assembly at Vien- 
na, the stocks and bonds alone re- 
presented a value of seventy-five 


million ‘crowns of pre-war currency

Made an Inventory 

Tt is just mossible that old Em- 
Deror Francis Joseph who was some:

For in 1875, that is to 
say while his Consort, the Dmoress 
and his only son Crown Prince 
Dudolf was still alive, he caused & 
most claborate and exhaustive in- 
ventory to be madé of the entire pri 
vate property of the family, an in- 
ventory which showed how each it 
of property had been acauired 
either by bequest or by purchase, in 
which latter case the contract of 
sale was furnished. At the same time 
he caused the representatives of the 
State and of the National Treasury 
to make an equally exhaustive in: 
ventory of the so-called Crown pro 
perty, as distinct from the fam'ly 
property. The disposition of the for- 
mer, on the death of the Monarch: 
was governed by the terms of the 
Constitution, whereas the descent of 
the family property was subject to 
the ordinary laws of entail which 
vested the control of the property !n 
question in the hands of the head of 
the family for the time being. 

Proved of Value 

The value of these inventories was 
first shown at the time of the death 
of old Emperor Francis Joseph in 
1916. when the execution of the pro- 
visions of his will, and the dimsposi- 
tion of the property memrtioned 
therein, was greatly facilitated with- 
out its being confounded with Crown 
lands. In addition to the so-called 
Family Fund of the Hapsburgés, first 
founded by Empress Maria Theresa 
there are also the vast private es- 
tates of ex-Arch Duke Frederic, at 
one time Generalissimo of the 
amnies of the formor Dual BEmpire. 
estates which he inherited from his 
uncle, the late Arch-duke Albert. 
the victor of the Battle of Custozza 
and derived from the private for- 
tune of the last Duke of Teschen. 
There was no excuse whatsoever for 
the confiscation of these estates of 
Arch-duke Frederic which were his 
private property, just in the same 
way that the colossal Este WUstate 
was an inheritance by Emperor 
Charles through his uncle the mur- 
dered Arch-duke Francis to whom it 
had come from his kinsman the kst 
sovereign Duke of Modena and had 
nothing whatsoever to do with the 
Austrian Government or Treasury. 

It is all very well for the Austrian 
Government to comtend that it is 
keeping these separate estates intact 
and is devoting the income dertved 
thereof to the paying of the pensions 
of crippled soldiers, and ef those 
women who were widowed au@ ohild- 
ren who were orphened by the Great 
War. That does not in any Wey ex- 
cuse the illegality of the confisca- 
tion of the funds and the estates 
concerned, which are purely private 
property, and as the seizure was 
ultra vires, and was wholly indefen- 
sible according to the law of civilized 
nations, It is regarded as a fore- 
fone conclusion that the League of 
Netions will compel the Austrian 
authorities to restore to the now 
penniless EXmpress Zita and to her 
children the whole of the confiscat- 
ed private property of the Haps- 
burgs, and to Arch-duke Frederick. 
his great estates to relieve his pre- 
sent dire necessity.
